5,0. 473 , —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules to amend the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968, namely 

1. These rules may be called the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Amendment Rules, 
1970, 

2. In rule 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968, for sub-rule (2), the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 
(1 of 1872), where any books of account or other documents have been 
produced before the Tribunal or the Court of the District Judge by the 
Central Government and such books of account or other documents are 
claimed by that Government to be of & confidential nature then, the Tribunal 
or the Court of the District Judge, as the case may be, shall not,— 

(a) make such books of account or other documents a part of the records of 

the proceedings before it; or 

(b) allow inspection of, or grant a copy of, the whole of or any extract from, 

such books or account or other documents by or to any person other 
than a party to the proceedings before it.”
